REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 1-22 are pending in the application. Claims 1,10, and 19 were amended. 

Claims 1, 10, and 19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-4, 9-13, and 18-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(a) as being anticipated by what the Examiner indicates as "applicant's admitted prior art" 
(hereinafter "AAPA"). Claims 5-8, 14-17 and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over AAPA. 

Objection to Claim 10 

Claim 10 was objected to and has been amended to overcome the Examiner's objection. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 1, 10, 19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1, 10, 19 have been amended to overcome this 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §102(a) 

Claims 1-4, 9-13, and 18-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated 
by AAPA. AAPA does not teach or suggest a first storage element coupled to an output of the 
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first multiplexer and a second storage element coupled to an output of the second multiplexer, as 
claimed in claims 1, 10, and 19 as amended. Claims 2-4, 9, 11-13, 18, and 20-21 depend from 
claims 1,10, and claim 19, respectively. Accordingly reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejection of claims 1-4, 9-13, and 18-21 under 35 U.S.C. §102(a) is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) 

Claims 5-8, 14-17 and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over AAPA. As stated above, elements of claims 1,10, and 19 are neither shown nor suggested 
by AAPA. Claims 5-8, 14-17 and 22 depend from claims 1,10, and 19, respectively. 
Accordingly reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 5-8, 14-17 and 22 under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is respectfully requested. 

Accordingly reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 9 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) is respectfully requested. 

For all the above reasons, the Applicant respectfully submits that this application is in 
condition for allowance. A Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited.
